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THAT he wrote it at a mature age, and in his 


diferecter time of life, is obſervable from ſeveral 


Chap. ii. Paſſages in it; as that it was after his buildings, 


which took up many years of his life, and after 
ſome confiderable enjoyment of them; after plant- 
ing wineyards, and gardens, and orchards of all 
kinds, and his reaping the fruits of them ; after 
immenſe. poſſeſſions of ſmall and great: cattle, and of 
felver and gold, above all that were before him in 
Jeruſalem. 

AFTER all which, and a "FD and ſerious con- 
fideration and experience of the various ways that 
are taken by man in purſuit of happineſs, he pro- 
nounces them to be Vanity and Vexation of Spirit 
only; and he compoſed this Book as a publick 
and laſting teſtimony of his own diſappointment, 
and for a warning to poſterity againſt the danger- 
ous rocks which he had ſplic upon; and to inſtruct 
ſucceeding ages, that man's true happineſs ! is. not 
to be found either in worldly wiſdom, in fenſual 
pleaſures, in wealth, greatneſs, or glory; nay, that 
in the moſt envied circumſtances of life, nothing 
but the fear of God, and obedience to his laws, 
can give him a mind at eafe, a contented and a 
chearful enjoyment of them. 

Fo R want of which he obſerves rightly, and with 
ſome indignation, that the mouths of men, inſtead 
of ſhewing forth the praiſes of a kind Creator, 
were ungratefully employed in complaints and 


murmurs ; as if they enjoyed few comforts, and 
were 
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were neglected by Providence; as if it was a fata- 
lity upon them to live in the wor? times, in an 
age undiſcerning of Merit, regardleſs of Probity 
and Worth. 

Tunis the royal Preacher implies to have been 
the temper and language of the complainers in his 
days: and though he is far from aſſerting all times 
to be alike; yet it ſeems to be his opinion, that 
there is not ſo great a difference between them ; 
and if there be, that it is not always in favour of 
the preceeding ones; and that it muſt be owing, 
therefore, to an ignorance of human affairs, of the 
Records and Hiſtories of nations, to prepoſſeſſion, 
partiality, and want of wiſdom, to ſuppoſe it. 
Say not thou, (ſays he) What is the cauſe that the 
former Days were better than theſe ? for thou daſt 
not enquire wiſely concerning this. 


IN diſcourſing upon which words, I ſhall take 
occaſion to obſerve, 


Firſt, Ta aT the common notion of the world's 
gradual degeneracy, and its growing worſe in 
a moral ſenſe, from its creation to thefe days, 
and that all former times have been better than 
the ſucceeding ones, is a vulgar Error; an 


opinion entirely groundleſs, and undoubtedly 
falſe. g 


Secondly, THAT on the contrary, and what we 
are chiefly concerned in, our times have in 


2 many 
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many reſpects been certainly growing better, 
as well in a Political, as in a Moral ſenſe ; and 
muſt be owned therefore, ſo far at leaſt, to 

excel thoſe of our forefathers. And, 


 Thirdy, THAT the moſt make inſtance of 
theſe our improvements, is indeed one of the 
beſt of them, vis. the great and good Under- 
taking which we are here met about, for the 
benefit of our fellow- ſubjects and neighbouring 
kingdom, whoſe proſperity and happineſs has 
ſo cloſe a connexion with our own. 


I. Ax p t, For the opinion of the world's 
gradual degeneracy. == This has been much talked 
of, but never yet proved: and it may perhaps be 
owing only to a ſuperſticious veneration for Anti- ' 
quity, to ſome blind and fabulous traditions of a 
golden Age, no body knows when nor where ; and 
of the innocency and ſimplicity of manners which 
flouriſhed in it. 

THe generality of mankind have always indeed 
been more or leſs diſſatisfied with the times they 
lived in. As old as we have any writers, they all 
ſpeak of a corrupted world, and bad times ; and 
we have the Authority of holy Writ for it, that 
as ſoon as men came 10 increaſe and multiply, their 
wickedneſs was ſo great, and every imagination of 
their thoughts ſo evil, that God repented he had made 
them, was grieved at his heart for it, and reſolved 
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70 deftroy all fleſh, which was greatly A, Gen. vi. 


and the earth, for it was filled with violence. 
AFTER the Flood, they fell into fin and wick- 
edneſs as before; and the preſumptuous building of 
Babel, was puniſhed by confuſion of Languages, 
and a diſperſion of the People. And from that 
time, the wickedneſs of man, and the diforderly 
world he lives in, has been the common theme, 
and the trite ſubje& of Philoſophers and Poets ; 
of Prophets and Chriſtian Writers, as well as of 
the Hiſtorians and Orators of u age and cli- 
n cx: 
Worb Tab an which; ths true "I 
of the matter we are ſpeaking of, may perhaps be 
this; that there have been, almoſt every where, 
ebbs and flows of Vice and Virtue ſucceeding each 
other. The Roman Commonwealth began upon a 
foot of Virtue, Farſimony, and a diſintereſted 
publick Spirit; and it fell by Avarice, Corruption, 
and Luxury. A warlike age, is commonly ſuc- 
ceeded by a peaceable one; à formal and preciſe 
age, by a licentious one: difficult and trying times, 
produce and make great men, as calm and eaſy 
ones do effeminate. An oppreſſed Religion is uſu- 
ally beſt obſerved; the credit and reputation of 
that obſervance; pains! by degrees Wealth and Ho- 
nours; the abuſe whereof introduces Licentiouſneſs 
and Tyranny; and the impatience of mankindt un- 
der theſe, eauſes in time à Reformation. Thus 
the politieal and moral world grows better by turns, 
as 
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as well as WY and in reſpect of Vice and Vir- 


rue, as well as of all other its events, is ſubje& to 


viciſſitudes and changes. 


II. TRE admiſſion of this, will be a leading ſtep 


towards our obſerving, as was propoſed in the /e- 
cond place, That our times have, in many reſpects, 
been certainly growing better, as well in a Political 


as in a Moral ſenſe, and muſt be owned therefore 


ſo far at leaſt to excel thoſe of our forefathers. 


- Tas, I am ſenſible, is what very few ſeem 
now in a diſpoſition to believe, or perhaps to hear 
with patience. From the time of our Apoftacy, as 
they call it, our Popiſh Adverſaries have been cry- 
ing us down, as fallen from every grace, and ſhame- 
fully degenerated from the virtue and wiſdom of 


our Anceſtors ; and many among ourſelves have, 


from various. motives, joined ſo loudly in the cry, 
as to carry all the applauſe and popularity on the 


ſide of the former days, and the paſt ages, and to 


confine our Proſperity and Happineſs to them 
only. 

Bur ſurely, they wh extol our former times, 
to the diſparagement of the preſent, do not mean 
our times of Barbariſin, when we lived naked and 
wild in caves and foreſts: Nor can they mean the 


times of our /ucceſive Vaſſalage to our neighbour- 
ing Invaders, They cannot, ſurely, give a prefer- 


ence to the days of our Bigatry and Superſtition, 


when we were beaſts of burden to Rome, and 


taught 


n 
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taught to follow Fables, not ſo much as cunningly 
deviſed. \ The frequent and bloody conflicts between 
two contending Royal Lines, and often with great 
laughter ſupplanting each other, cannot be the | 
þappy ſeaſons ſpoken of: nor the days of Burn- | 
ing, of arbitrary Power, of blind Enthuſiaſm, or 
ſhameleſs Immorality.'' 1\ 

To place our preſent circumſtances in their | 
cleareſt light, let us turn our eyes a century or | 
two backwards, and conſider how it fared with | | 
our forefathers. The many National Bleflings | 
which we now enjoy together, would fingly, and 
ſpread through ſeven or eight Reigns, have been | 
the delight and glory of former ages. What would 


our Anceſtors have given, to have ſeen their firſt 
Proteſtant King, EDwARD the Sixth, at a mature 
| Age, and with a numerous Family about him? . 
Under his ſucceſſor, Queen Max v, what would 
they not have given for Liberty of Conſcience, and | 
an Act of Toleration? In the long and proſperous f 
Reign of che renowned Er TZ ABE Tu, how many | 
conſpiracies were formed for want of an Heir 
Apparent to the Crown, or ſo much as a Preſump- | 
tive one? And what an addition of Honour would | 
it have been to King Aus on his Acceſſion to 
this Throne, could: he have joined the two King- 
doms with: ſo cloſe and laſting an Union, as they 
are now. cemented together? | 
AFTER the troubles of his unfortunate Son! 
what a prudent proviſion and ſecurity would it have | 
been — 
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back: to ak happy Reſtoration. of our Church _ 
Monarchy, had an Excluſion of all 1Papiſh'. Kings 
ond Queens from this: Proteſtant Kingdom: been made 
the condition of it. In the ſhort; the illegal, and 
arbitrary Reign which followed, what a terrifying. 
thought was it, that the Guardians of.our Religion, 
Lives, and Liberties, held their Commiſſions dur- 
ing pleaſure only? And in the days of dur Great 
Deliverer, how much eaſier would his winter Cam- 
pains have been, and his ſummer ones how much 
more proſperous, had Publick Credit been then in 
the. flouriſhing condition it now is; had the ſame 
ſpirit of duty and confidence inſpired his People, 
as thoſe who ſucceeded” him on the Throne have 
had the happineſs to be bleſſed with. 
THr1s is a ſhort ſketch of the face and aſpect 
of our times, upon a comparative view of them 
with almoſt two hundred Vears foregoing; of each 
of which Reigns, in many reſpects, and of all of 
them together in ſome, our times have manifeſtly 
the advantage : and it would be very difficult to 
aſſign any period which we ſhould have wiſhed to 
live in, as, in all reſpects, preferable to our own. 
Wx cannot indeed pretend either to Primitive 
Simplicity, or Primitive Piety; but then neither are 
we under the trials of Primitive Perſecution. That 
Irreligion and Hereſies of all kinds abound amongſt 
us, we juſtly mourn ; but yet not ſo as to be un- 
thankful to Providence for the accidental occaſions 
of them, our valuable Liberties, That the freedom 
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| 4 of the Preſs exceeds all bounds, and is miſchievous 
to Church and State, we are fully ſenſible; but 
ſtill withqut forgetting that that. freedom, in a Reign 
within ſome of our memories, was, under Provi- 
dence, the hay means of preſerving both of them. 
TAE Profaneneſs and .Immorality of bad men 
abounds indeed every where, and is increaſed to a 
great degree; but ſo alſo, to our comfort, are the 
pious Works and Charities of good ones. The 
cravings of Ambition, and the profuſeneſs of Luxu- 
i ry are not more remarkable amongſt us, than the 
Liberality and Compaſſion of this Age and Nation, 
| to objects of charity of every kind. 
1 Tur Zeal and Devotion of the former days to- 
['' wards the places of God's worſhip, have, in no 
one Age, raiſed Structures of like expence or mag- 
nitude with thoſe of theſe two Cities, either newly 
erected, or now riſing, by Proteſtant Munificence and 
Modern Piety. 
Ir men are to be judged of by their deeds, and by Ratt. ai 
their fruits we are to know them, the hearts of, the ” 
Rich ſeem well inclined, and their hands open and 
bountiful to ſuccour the unfortunate ; whether in 
the ſupport and education of belpleſs Orphans, or 
in contributing to Infrmaries, for relief of the Sick 
and the Diſabled ; whether in encouraging the la- 
bours of the poorer Clergy, or in taking pity of 
the diſtreſed Families they leave behind them; 
whether in hoſpitality to Exiles for Religion, or in 
extending our /þiritual Bleſſings to diſtant Colonies, 
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HI. In our preſent condithn n and amidſt 
all the Evils we may abound with, let it be owned, 
for diſproved it cannot be, that the ſettlement of 
our Church and State, and the true intereft of our 
free Government, ſtands now ſecured by wiſer Laws, 
and that we excel in better Charities. While we 
inveigh, and with ſo much reaſon, againſt the ma- 
ny Corruptions of the Age we live in, let us be ſo 
fair and impartial as to do it juſtice, and even be 
thankful to Providence that we can truly fay ſo 
much good of it; that amongſt the rares which 
the enemy has ſown, there ſhould ſtill be ſuch a 
crop of good ſeed, and notwithſtanding 7niguity's 
abeunding, the love of fo oy does not wax 
cold, 

Lu vs, at leaſt, who are Solicitors to the 1 
ſent Age for ſo conſiderable à new Charity, be al- 
lowed to introduce our addreſs, by giving thoſe it 
has already done their juſt praifes : That after all 
the yarious channels through which its Bounty has 
flowed plenteouſly, and beyond the example of 
former; times, this Society may neither find the 
ſtreams to be drying up, nor its ſprings exhauſted. 
The expectation, and I may ſay the gracious aſ- 
furance, we have from the Throne, of His M a- 
JESTY's Royal Bounty, and of the Annual Conti- 
nuance of it, will be a noble pattern, and a pow- 
erful incitement to the Benevolence of his People. 
So great and good a deſign for the Benefit of our 

Fellow- 
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Fellow - ſubjects, and neighbouring Kingdom, whoſe 
welfare and proſperity has ſo cloſe a connexion 
with our own, will not, cannot fail of encou- 
ragement and ſucceſs; notwithſtanding the diſad- 
vantage of its coming lateſt, and the great ſupplies 
it calls for. 

Hap this buſineſs been ſet about in its proper 
time, and the Reformation been carried on in both 
Kingdoms together, much good might have ac- 
erued to both, much evil have been prevented. 
But while our firſt Reformers flept, their Adver- 
ſaries were vigilant; and early care was taken by 


them, to keep that people in the darkeft Ignorance, 


and moſt laviſh Superſtition. 

SCHOOLS and Colleges were founded, and are 
ſtill continued abroad, to educate their youth, and 
fend them back MiMonaries, in thoſe parts of Eu- 
rope eſpecially with which they have an eaſy com- 
munication by ſea ; and where Popery appears in 
its natural colours, and grows rankeſt ; where /0u- 
thern Bigotry is a balance againſt what they call the 
northern Hereſy, and labours to extirpate it with 
all the induſtry of a blind zeal, and the terrors of 
an Inquiſition, Popery may be finer dreſſed, and 
it would be ſtrange if it were not, in countries 
whoſe natural produce is gold and filver ; but to 
any refinement of Doctrine or Worſhip, they are 
as great ſtrangers, their credulity is as weak, and 
their Idolatry as groſs, as in any the blindeſt parts 
of our neighbouring Iſland. 

So 
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So near of kin is the native Superſtition. of the 


Triſh, with that which they import; and no Won- 
der that both together keep them in ſuch ſubjec- 
tion and vaſſalage to foreign Powers, as to be a 
nurſery for their Armies, and the ready inſtruments 
to execute the miſchievous ſchemes of all our Ene- 
mies, and to have a hand in every ſecret and open 
act of hoſtility againſt us. 


ENDEAvoURSs of other kinds have not been 


wanting to bring this infatuated people to a ſound- 
er knowledge, and a more Chriſtian. ſpirit ; to en- 
able them to diſcern the things that would be for 
their peace and their proſperity; to ſhake off the 
fetters of Superſtition, and its, inſeparable compa- 
nion, Diſloyalty to every Proteſtant Prince that 
rules over them. 

Wx have not, indeed, had the happineſs to reap 
all the deſired fruits from theſe endeavours ; Opi- 
nions grown up with people to a full age, have been 
found upon experience too ſtubborn to be rooted 
out by the ſtrongeſt reaſonings, or the moſt earneſt 
perſwaſions. What is therefore to be done? Our 
Faith and Principles will not ſuffer us to ſpread 
the Goſpel light by burnings; nor to follow the 
American way of converting countries, by depopu- 
lating them : But the hope of our Society, and of 
all who wiſh well to it, is, that the Improvement 
and Reformation of Ireland, may till be brought 


about by going another way to work; and that is, 


by 
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Proteſtant: Worting- Schools. 
\CHARITY-SCHOOLS, in England, were the 
project of a well-meaning Society, entred into for 
promoting Chriſtian Knowledge, and a Reformation 
of Manners, with a view to put ſome ſtop to 
Immorality and Profaneneſs ; and to lay a founda- 
tion for making, at leaſt, the growing generation 
better, by, training up children in the ways of Piety 


and Virtue, in hopes of their not afterwards depart- 


ing from them. 


WHarT the ſucceſs of them has hitherto been, 
we are not able to tell; becauſe we do not know, 
bad as they are, how much worſe the morals of our 
people might by this time have been, had not theſe 


Schools, by breeding up ſuch numbers of children 
in Sobriety and Virtue, given ſome check to the 
progreſs of Vice: and becauſe likewiſe we have 
great reaſon to think, that had the Charity been 
large enough to be more extenſive, the benefits 
ariſing from it would have been every where more 
conſpicuous. | . . 

Bur the ſchemes formed, and the ends aimed at 
b the Schools ſetting up in Ireland, are ſome of 
the greateſt and moſt valuable, and ſurpaſs ours in 
many reſpects. For beſides a religious and virtuous 
Education, which they promote as well as we, one 
of their Pur poſes is to teach the Engliſb Language, 
and to ſpread it among the wildeſt of the natives; 
a proper expedient, as is thought, to give them a 
better 
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beter liking to, or at leaſt to ſoften their enmity 
againſt, the people from whom they learn it. 
ANOTHER excellent rule of theirs, is, the allot- 
ting two hours only in a day for Learning, and 
all the reſt of their time for Working: a wiſe in- 


Auen this, which they have the happineſs to ſer 1 
out with, and which more than forty years expe- # 
rience has not been ſufficient to bring us to; though (1 


we have been told of it often and ſeverely enough; 
though the Charity has greatly ſuffered, and been 
oppoſed by many, for this omiſhon only. 
WHAT if the children did not make quite ſo 
neat a ſhew in their Proceſſions? What if they 
were dirty every day in the week, and clean only 
when at Church on a Sunday? Two hours in a day 
are full enough for thoſe who are to live by the la- 
bour of their hands, to employ in Learning; and 
if no more than two were ſo ſpent, they might in 
their other hours make a good proficiency in any 
5 buſineſs they were ſet to. 
. | Tux truth of this is now trying in Ireland ; a - 4 
Cl Plough, the Spade, and the Spinning-Wheel, as well = 
w as the Holy Bible, are the Enfigns of the Corpora- TP 
$i tion, and the ſeveral Buſineſſes they engage to carry 4 
on. And happy will it be for that Kingdom, if 
ſo good a deſign be encouraged liberally, and exe- | 
cuted faithfully. The Country, at preſent through 
large tracts wild and uncultivated, will put on a A 
new face of beauty and profit; and the induſtry 
1 RR * labour of great numbers, will of courſe bring 
2 the 
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the body of the people into circumſtances of plenty 
and happineſs ; will raiſe them by degrees to an en- 
joyment of the conveniencies of life, to a taſte of 
manners and property, and all the other advantages 
which attend a thriving civilized people. 

In the preſent condition of Jreland, the real 
ſtrength of the Proteſtant Intereſt, is found upon 
computation, to be but little more than one quarter 
of the whole people of that land; and the other 
three are bred up with the ſtrongeſt prejudices 
againſt them ; with hatred and deteſtation of them, 
as invaders and plunderers; as uſurpers of the land 
itſelf, which, they imagine, was their forefathers. 

TRE Directors of their conſciences improve and 
ſanctify this inveteracy and malice, as againſt miſ- 
creants hated by God, abandoned to all wickedneſs, 
and conſigned over to the dominion of the Devil: 
They are taught to look upon them as people 
with whom no faith is to be kept, and to whom 
no compaſſion is to be ſhewn ; that to moleſt and 
haraſs, to murder and extirpate them, is not only 
laudable but meritorious ; is the moſt acceptable 
ſervice to God, the moſt effectual atonement for 
fin, and the ſureſt title to an attainment of the glory 
and happineſs of Heaven. 

ACCORDINGLY, from the Reign of Queen 
EL1ZABETH, Which theſe zealots were ever diſ- 
turbing, no opportunity has been omitted by them 
of diſtreſſing their Proteſtant Rulers, or Fellow- 
ſubjects, eſpecially when this Kingdom has hapned

good ſeed, by reaſon of the ground's being over- run 
with weeds and thorns, has hitherto been ſo ien. 


fectual. | 
IMPRESSIONS that are made upon young minds, 


commonly ſtrike deepeſt, and laſt longeſt; and 
therefore the molt promiſing attempt for bringing 
about the deſired work, is certainly the doing it by 
Schools, in which the youth will read their Bibles, 
and learn to ſay their Prayers in Engliſb; and from 


the inſtructions of their maſters and miſtreſſes, from 


their converſe with one another, at their meals, 
their labour, and their play, and by every thing that 
paſſes about them, will be inſenſibly led to think, 
to talk, and to act like Proteſtants. 


Ir, by the bleſſing of God upon the means which 
we are now uſing, though by eaſy and gentle ſteps, 
the reſult ſhould at length be the Reformation of that 


Iſland, and its „ a Proteflant Kingdom ; 


how 


the Society correſponding, &c. 


how big would that event be with advantages of 
all kinds to the people of both Lands? The No- 
bility and Gentry of Treland might live with ſecu- 
rity and comfort, though at a diſtance from Cities 
and Towns, among Tenants and Dependants of their 
own Religion. The Clergy, by ſeeing non-cures at 
an end, would have the ſatisfaction and the credit 
of ſowing ſpiritual things where they reap temporal 


ones; would no longer continue as Shepherds with- 


out Flocks ; as Stewards and Diſpenſers of the Go/- 
fel Myſteries, without any Houſhold of Faith to diſ- 


penſe them to. | 
THe benefits that would accrue to this Kingdom 


need no explaining : Had all the inhabitants of the 
Britiſh Iſles the fame Friends, and the ſame Ene- 
mies; were they brought to act with joint hands, 
and with one heart, what credit and ſtability would 
that be to our times? What an acceſſion of glory 


and ſtrength to the happy Government we live 
under? 


TR Ar theſe may be the fruits of the good work 
we are engaged in, and that the Promoters of 
it may be ſucceſsful in this their /abour of love, 
and be honoured with the Praiſes and the Bleſ- 
ſings of all good men here, and with an eternal 
Recompence hereafter; God of his infinite
